Granted to Roby 
Electric Group 


Approv al of a new loan in the 
sum of $70,000 fro mthe Rural Elec­ 
tric Administration, was announced 
this w’eek by the Midwest Electric 
Cooperativ e. Inc., of Roby . 
The 
new’ credits will make electric lights 
and power av ailable to 70 additional 
rural famiies, John A. Stav ey . pres­ 
ident of the board of directors of the 
company said. 
Most of the funds obtained from 
the national group will go for build­ 
ing of lines, Stav ley said. 
The Fisher County cooperativ e 
now has 858 miles of power lines 
and serv es 11,750 rural consumers. 
Stav ely said. 
In addition there are 
265 miles of poles already set and 
whi:h is in the process of being 
wired. 
This section will serv e ap­ 
prox imately 400 more customers. 
Final completion of present plans 
for ex pansion will giv e the coopera­ 
tiv e 1 158 miles of rural electric 
lines and will serv e 2,258 members, 
Stav ely reev aled. 
Money for the recent loan came 
from the more than twro billion dol- 
j lars appropriated for this purpose 
i by congress since 1935, Stav ely point­ 
ed out. 
The money must be repaid 
within 35 y ears at an interest rate 
of two per cent.

It is entirely unlikely that Hamlin can 
make immediately all of the changes need­ 
ed for improvement and development of 
our town. 
But Hamlin at least could tackle 
one or two of the smaller problems that 
arise to face our civic pride. 
There may be no adequate answer at 
once to the pressing need for more housing 
here, but there can be an answer to a few 
of the items that are absolutely essential if 
we are to realize the growth that is ours by 
right, but which we must work to achieve. 
One of the smaller things that could 
be done— and needs badly to be done— is 
the installation of more street lights, not 
only in downtown areas but in the residen­ 
tial districts of our town. 
At present the outlying districts of 
Hamlin are blacked out as completely as 
were coast cities during the war crisis. 
No 
street lights are available to guide the 
hapless pedestrian over our rough and 
broken sidewalks. 
The residential area of 
Hamlin at night does not present a pleas­ 
ing appearance because of its lack of light. 
It is likely that Hamlin cannot im m ed­ 
iately make every improvement needed to 
put our town on the road to rapid prog­ 
ress, hut at least Hamlin can have more 
street lights. 
This is a small item, but one 
that is needed desperately. 
Ask your councilman if it isn’t time for 
Hamlin to get out of the dark.

National Heart 
Week Date Is Set 
For February 14 


Throu ghou t the United States the 
week of Febru ary 14-21, will be ob­ 
serv ed as National Heart Week, and 
Dr. George W. Cox . state health of­ 
ficer has annou nced th at the State 
Health Department will cooperate to 
the fu llest ex tent in stressing to the 
pu blic the necessity for fu ll infor­ 
mation and intelligent action in a t­ 
tempting to control this nation’s 
major kller, heart disease. 
From a national lev el, heart dis­ 
ease is the leading cau se of death, 
and y early takes a greater total 
nu mber of liv es than the nex t fiv e 
leading cau ses of death combined. 
One ou t of ev ery three deaths in the 
United States is du e to diseases of 
th heart and blood v essels, and it is 
estimated that one ou t of ev ery 20 
persons su ffer from some form of 
heart or blood v essel disease. 
A great amou nt of research m the 
cau ses and treatm ent of the heart 
diseases has established the fact 
that some of them can be materially 
helped by certain dru gs, or ev en su r­ 
gery , and it has been prov ed bey ond 
dou bt that the heart patient who 
places himself early u nder compet­ 
ent medical care, has by far the best 
chance of su rv iv al. 
In many in­ 
stances the patient can, u nder com­ 
petent care, lead an almost normal 
life, with only certain restrictions 
as to activ ities 
and 
indu lgences 
which might adv ersely affect his 
condition. 
“Consu lt y ou r doctor for a phy si­ 
cal check-u p at least once a y ear,” 
Dr. Cox adv ised. 
“If heart disease 
occu rs, he will hav e an opportu nity 
to find it, and begin proper treat­ 
ment in the early stages, thu s assu r­ 
ing y ou a better chance to finish a 
normal, comfortable life span.”
